How The Master Driver

career of victories that later 

earned him the title of "Master 
Driver of The World." To over­

$500,000 at the time of his death, th 
sudden wealth coming to him whe 
oil was discovered on bis land 
January.

Riches coming to him after Ion 
years of toil had little effect 
ride in a motor vehicle. On tha 
farm and shortly before his death h 
had been engaged In hauling timber 
to the Brock field.

Friends often urged Baptste to pur 
chase an automobile, but the India 
steadfastly refused and continued 
drive his horses. Only once did h 
 efusing offers of other automobilis 

occasion an employe of an oil com 
pany offered to take him to his horn 
from the city, Baptiste having walke 
to town. Enroute home an acciden 
occurred and Baptiste was slight! 
hurt. He walked three miles horn 
refusing offers of other automobilits 
to give him a lift.
